Hale at four this morning cross- 
ed the river and advanced on Ciilnmpit. 
WacArtliur's division also advanced, but

ahead on the railroad. The Kansas ad- 
vanced on the right of the track, the 
Mcntanaus on' the left. 'The rebels arc 
already returning to Malolos i;nd becom- 
ing troublesome. They.fired on the am- 
bulance train and have driven the Chin- 
ese out. The Third artillery 
patrolled 


the town last night.

Captain Wildes of Cruiser Boston 


Informs War Deoartment That 


Credit Belongs to Navy. 


WASHINGTON. 
April 
'24.—Captain 


Wildes of the cruiser Boston, who claims 
the navy is entitled to the victory in 
the 
capture 
of lliolo, 
has 
protested 


against the promotion of Gen. Miller as 
brigadier general, but it comes too late 
to be effective as Miller was promoted 
brigadier general Feb. 15th, in recogni- 
tion 
of 
his services in the capture of 


lliolo, and retired in that grade March 
27th by operation of the law on account 
of age. 
He was in command of the ex- 


pedition sent from Manila for the capture 
of lliolo and the cruisers Boston and Pe- 
trel were sent with him to render assist- 
ance. 


While the vessels 
of the expedition 


were lying oil' tne part the natives began 
to strengthen their defenses, and fired 
several shots at the Petrel, which ves- 
sel was anchored nearest the shore. -The 
commander of that small warship asked 
and received permission of Capt. Wildes 
of J5o»li>n to respond. At this time, ac- 
cording to naval advices, Miller's army 
trans-ports were far out in the roadstead. 


Without communicating with Miller, 


the two warships opened on the shore 
batteries and soon silenced, them. Lieut. 
.Miblack of the 'Boston landed with a 
battalion of marines and sailors and took 
possession of-the town. 
They captured 


the insurgent flags 
on tho 
governor's 


house and on the batteries, .and turned 
the city over to Miller, on hin arrival, an 
hour or so later. 
They Vept the cap- 


tured Hags, however, in spite of Miller'* 
demand for them. This is the naval story 
of the buttle of iloilo. The official report 
of that engagement 
first 
received 
at 


Washington was made by Miller'to the 
war department, and simply announced 
the surrender of that city to theAmcrican 
forces under his command, without going 
into particulars. Acting on this report, 
and in view of tiie fact that Miller had 
but ii few more weeks to serve on the ac- 
tive list, the president appointed him to 
a vacancy then existng in the list of brig- 
adier-generals. 
Tie is now on hia way 


home from Manila .and is expected to 
reach San Francisco in a few days.

with their associates in their sehool work 
towardM the betterment and elevation of 
our system. 
All three are in thorough 


svmpathy with our large corps of 'teach- 
ers, and J not think we will even return 
to the day when one boar;l will consist 
of men alone. 1 think these ladies have1 
contributed greatly to the success of our 
primary schools especially.','• 


New York.— In ISD.j several women 


have served. A gentleman member.of tiie 
hoard who served at the time with.some 
of the Indies is very pronounced-in favor 
of the- retention' of women", on 
school 


boards. He says: 
"My own experience 


during four years I wa.s connected with 
the board of education there were not 
loss than two and at times three women 
members of that body. 
The work done 


by them was excellent. If there was any 
distinction between the work of the men 
and the women h was a fnillire on the 
part of the women to generalize, not quite 
such hroad methods in handling subjects, 
but this was beneficial to tho work done, 
for it supplied just what was needed. 
Systematic and careful detail work 
on 


the part of some one. 
The board then 


acted upon this information in a. some- 
what broader manner, Jn matters affect- 
ing the morals of teachers, always advan- 
tageous subjects to deal with, the women 
did good and important work. To sum 
up: I believe the influence of women on 
boards of education is desirable, and will 
lend to elevate the character of the work 
done, will stimulate the eil'orts of teach- 
ers, and only result to good to the chil- 
dren. 


Massachusetts—This state has had wo- 


men on its school boards for ninny years. 
From tin: olllee of the state Tjnanl of edu- 
cation under date of Nov. -20, 18(1,5, the 
following facts arc gal-hered:.

Again a report is abroad that another 


gigantic trust, to include all the large 
farm machinery factories of the United 
Suites, is in process of formation; that 
articles of incorporation under the laws 
of New Jersey are expected to be filed 
within a few days and that the capital 
stock iA to be $50,000,000, of which $15,- 
000,000 has already been -subscribed. 


The published statements go further 


and state that negotiations have been in 
progress for some weeks between the pro- 
moters of the trust and the companies 
involved; 
that the preliminaries 
have 


been arranged and that all that remains 
to be done to complete the 
mammoth 


consolidation is a iinal meeting of the 
representatives of the interests involved 
and the corporations of the new enter- 
prise; that it is-the purpose of the pro- 
moters to consolidate under one manage- 
ment all the factories for the production 
of reapers, harvesters, threshers, traction 
engines, and other important machines 
used in the great agricultural industry; 
that eastern capital is 'behind the deal, 
but the west, and especially Imnois and 
Wisconsin,-"are., heavily, repi'issented. - , 


The companies-reputed".t'o"be"in the 


deal are the .J.. I. Case Threshing Ma- 
chine co.mpany of this city, said to repre- 
sent a value of over one million dollars; 
the Deering, McCormiek, David Bradley 


&. Co., and Walter A. Wood factories of 
Chicago. 


According to the alleged 
plans, 
the 


stockholders in the various plants will be 
given stock in the "new concern based on 
a 
proper- valuation 
of their property. 


Then as many of the plants will be op- 
erated as are necessary to meet the de- 
mand for machinery. The output will 
be. curtailed and the prices maintained. 


Intense competition, it is said, result- 


ing in the loss of trade, is the chief cause 
for tiie consolidation. 
In order to make 


sales, it has been the practice- of compan-; 
ics to allow a large price for old ma- 
chinery taken in part payment for new, 
and 
largo commissions have also 
been 


paid to agents for sales. 


The trust, so it goes, will not 
only 


maintain prices, but will, as far as pos- 
sible, deal directly with the 
consumer 


-and 
put a stop to large commissions and 


the exchange of old machinery. The con- 
sunmtion of the plan as published, will 
throw out of employment a large num- 
ber of men who act as middlemen for the 
manufacturers under the present system. 


The 'work of the alleged trust is said 


to have bee-n very secret and that its rep- 
resentatives have visited and inspected 
tho J. I. Ca.?e T. M. Co. plant and also 
the J. I. Case Plow Co. plant and that 
a final meeting of the concerns interested 
has been arranged to take place in New 
York this week. 


Reports have reached a point in this 


eil.y'as to say that Charles L. Macintosh, 
treasurer of the Case T. M. Co., has been 
in the cast fur several weeks arranging 
the deal, so far as this company WHS con- 
cerned and that Frank K. Bull has start- 
ed for Xcw York to be present at the 
meeting; also that the J. L Case T, M. 
Co. directors would hold a. meeting to- 
day for the' purpose of considering go- 
ing into the trust or to sell the plant 
outright to an eastern syndicate. 


So far as the J. I. Case T. M. Co. is 


concerned the Journal can state from the 
highest authority that the reports are 
absolutely false. The company will not 
enter a, trust, it will not bo sold and it 
is not for sale and will be operated un- 
iler the present .management. A repre- 
sentative of this paper had an interview 
with "Mr. Frederick Hobmson, vice presi- 
dent of the Ca.sc T. M. Co. He 
said:

a number of weeks. 


In his petition asking for the order to 


show cause, Mr. Richardson makes some 
interesting statements. Prior to the fil- 
ing of the Suit, he suites, he had agree<l 
with his wife that they should separate 
and live apart and not to recognize or 
claim any rights respecting each other as 
husband and wife. Mr. Kichardson states 
that he was informed by Dr. Mathews, 
whom he believed acted as the agent for 
his wife, that in case Mrs. Richardson in- 
stituted proceedings for divorce within, 
one year, in the event that he made no de- 
fense only the mildest allegations would 
he yet forth.

Tbe value of. sorghum fodder depends 


upon tho .qnality-of soil on which -it is 
raiaed.viRilive never met an old sorghum 
maker ' btjt ..that WOT Id say, • "Never . 
plant .cane on land that has been man- 
ured if you .wieh to get a good quality 
of sirnp," arid now after 10 seasons of 
raising sorghum' I can say the same 
thing. It may-be of "benefit to some for 
me to give my esperience and may per- 
haps save them a few thousand dollars, 
for I am satisfied that the damage done 
every year by raising sorghum fodder 
on land that Las been manured amounts 
to that much. . 


It is tho general belief that cane is 


hard on tbe land; so farmers bnul the 
barnyard manure out on to tho fields 
they wish to.sow to cane. Then after 
they havo raised, harvested and fed a 
fine looking crop of fodder they declare 
that cane fodder is poor feed, that it 
driea up the cows, makes the hair stand 
out on tbo stock cattle, etc. Now I am 
not able to tell what the cane gets out 
of tho barnyard manure, but I am satis- 
fied that it gets something that will kill 
man or beast if ' taken in sufficient 
quantity. In the 15 seasons that I have 
made- sirup from tha different varieties 
of cane I have had considerable esperi- 
enco with different qualities of simp 
produced by tbo quality of the soil. I 
have fonnd that good results depend 
inoro upon the quality of soil than on 
the variety of cane. 


Usually new land is considered the 


best for cane. I well remember once 
where new land was an exception. One 
of my neighbors came to mo and said 
he hod some cane that he would like to 
have me make on shares. Thefirst ques- 
tion 'I asked him -was what kind of soil 
the cane grew on. Ho unswered that it 
was new land, that this was the first 
crop and that it was nice, cane, just 
right for simp making.

Sand Sprouted Potatoes. 


The hor.ticTilttiral department of th 


Kansas station has recorded' the inter- 
esting experiments of two seasons in 
methods of hastening the growth and 
maturity of early potatoes. 
It has 


sprouted potatoes, by placing whole 
tubers in shallow boxes Slled with sand, 
setting them blossom end np and one- 
fourth exposed. The sand sprouted po- 
tatoes were ready for use. while other 
whole tubers not sprouted before plant- 
ing and same cut seed, all planted at 
the same' date, were riot' yet large 
enough' for the table. At the final dig- 
ging the sand sprouted potatoes showed 
better tubers' imd 10 per ;cent larger 
yield: than the others. 
In a second ex- 


periment- sand' sprouted potatoes took 
the lend of some that were sprouted 
without sand- in open boxes, and the 
latter were ahc-ad of tnberu taken from 
the storage room 'and hot exposed to 
light till planted. Whole tubers sprout- 
ed in father • moist sand and planted 
ahont the" Boh of March govo the best 
results and produced table potatoes sev- 
en to ten days earlier than the same va- 
riety planted at.the same time, but not 
so sprouted.

be grown in Vermont, according to F. 
A. Wangh. A warm sito must bo cho- 
sen. The common horizontal arm system 


best method of pruning 


and trellising. Vines shonld be covered 
in the fall.
